_ The destruction of more than twenty 
frames, at Lseuton, on Thursday evening last; 
within a few kundred yards of our barracks, 
and two being cleanly carriedaway from a 
neighbouring hamiet the same night, heightened 
tlie stète of alarm; and the cperations of 
several súbseguent nights have given it an 
additional increase. - En 

On Sturday night the frame-breakers 
erossed the river Trent, änd broke fourteen 
frames at Ruddington, and twenty at Cliftot, 
leaving but two whole in thelattertown. Au 

express wás sent off to Nottingham for a 
troop of the kussars, who went with ali 
possible speed, acd as many of the Bunney 
troop of yeomanry as could be collected 
(they being in the neighbourhood of the 
scene of action) were immediately mounted 
—cne party pursued the depredators, whie 
others seized all the passes over the Trent for 
the space of four miles, under a full persuasion 
that the Luddites eculd not escape; but such 
is the generalship of the latter, that they 
seized a boat that nobody else had thought 
of and re-passed the river in two divisions in 
perfect safety, and escaped. 

‚Fhe'same night a frame was broken at 
Balwell, wùile a Serjeant and six men, 
belonging to the Berkshire militia were 
employed to watch it—=the parties exchanged 
shots several times, but it ia vot kuewa that 
any one was wounded, though one of the 
Luddites lost a shoe and his hammer. 

On Sunday night forty-fve Frames were

Ht excited 
much laughter to see a Bowestreet officer wilk 
{his poor creatofe confined ina cart by his 
side, driving fvrionsly along the streets, and 
cuarded hy about half a score of hussars. 
Ft is supposed the maniac has been caught in 
one of his, wandering excursions: and as 
usual, refused to give an accouut. of himself. 
NorringHAm, JAN. 28.—=The spirit of 
insurfectiën which has so long disgraced the 
county of Nottingham, has been rendercd 
donbly alarrting from {he secrecy with which 
it has been conducted, and tte dispatch with 
which the objet» it embraêes have been 
carried into execution. In most of the 
villages where so many frames have been 
broken, parties of the military have been 
stationed, but theit exertions have becn inade. 
quate towards the apprehensiagn of the cffenders. 
Such is the regularity with which their 
plans are laid, and the dexterity with which 
they are carried into effect, that it has been 
found impossible to detect tkem. They 
assemble and disperse when their object has 
been afttained, in a momtnt. Tliey are 
maráhalled and disciplined like a regulaf army, 
and are commanded by one particular leader;

regiments (of Infantry) have received orders
